APPORTION DRAT I 
CREDITS IN STATE 


Will Decide Upon Net Quota of 
Men Each District Is to 
Furnish. 


RULES FOR EXAMINATION, 


Regulations Sent to Exemption 
Boards in Preparation to 
Notify Men. 


Gov. Gardner will have the task of 
apportioning the credits to be allowed in 
each ward of St. Louis and each regis- 
tration district of Missouri, for enlist- 
ward or district, in 
Army. 


ments from that 
the drafting of 
Rules placing this duty on the Gover- 
nors of all states are contained in a 
booklet received at the Mayor's office 
today from War Department headquar- 
ters in Washington. 

The rules provide that the net quota 
for each state shal] be made up by sub- 
tracting the credits from the gross 
quota. The credits are divided into 
three classes: (a) those who were mem- 
bers of the national guard April 1; (b) 
those who entered the national guard 
April 2 to June 50, inclusive; (c) those 
who enlisted in the regular army in the 
same period. 

The Governor of each state, it is pro- 
vided, shall allot to the counties, exciu- 
sive of cities having local bvards, their 
shares of the state’s net quota. In the 
case of cities, he shall notify each board 
of the quota it is to furnish. 

The list of rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by the President for determin- 
ing the order in which drafted men are 
to be called for examination by district 
and ward registration and exemption 
porrds, has been sent out to the boards. 
Or. receiving this list, and the master 
list of drafter serial numbers, which is 
to come from the Adjutant-Genera! at 
Jefferson City, the ward boards will be 
in a position to begin sending out their 
notices to the men to appear. 

It is expected that the different ward 
boards will engage in a rivalry as to 
which shall get its notices sent out and 
ite eXaminations completed-first. 

The boards are to send out notices to 
the men in each ward, notifying them 
when to appear. A man who does not 
appear within 10 days of the time when 
the notice is mailed will be drafted with- 
cut further privilege of appeal, unless 
uroof is given that he was ill and could 
not inform the board of his illness. 


Rules on Listing Numbers 
The rules set forth in the printed list, 


as to the order in which the serial num- 
bers shall be listed in the different 
districts or wards, are as follows: 

“The first name to ne entered on the 
list prepared by ées-h local bvard shall 
be the name of the person the serial 
cumber of whose rigistration card is 
frst placed in auch schedule containing 
the numbers from 1 to 10,500, both in- 
clusive, reading dovn from the top of 
the first column of the first page of the 
schedule, disregardi pe the numbers in 
the schedule which do not appear on 
any registration card so serially num- 
tered and in she possession of the local 
Loard. 

“Before the name of the first person 
on each list shall be written the serial 
rumber of his registration card. 

Rule on Order Numbers. 

“The order number, that is, the 
number designating the order in 
which he will be called for military 
service to be written on the list madé 
by each loca! board after the name 
of such person on each list ‘s num. 
bered one (1). 

“The next name to be entered on 
the list prepared by each local board 
shall be the name of the person\ whose 
serial number is next placed in such 
schedule containing the numbers from 
1 to 10,500, reading down the col- 
umns fr'm the top thereof and dis- 
regarding the numbers in the sched- 
ule which do not appear on ony reg- 
fatration card so serially numbered 
and in the possession of the loca! 
board. 

“The order number to be written 
on the list made by each local board 
after the name of such person on 
each list is number two (2). 

‘The order in which the names of all 
such persons shall be entered on the list 
prepared by each local board shall be 
determined in the exact manner above 
described for determining the names of 
the first and second persons on each 
such list, and this method shal! be pur- 
sued by each loca! board unt!) the name 
of every person whose registration card 
ie in its possession and which has been 
given a serial number shall have been 
entered upon the list.”

HIS notice, which has been 
| sent from \Vashington to all 
the St. Louis ward registra- 


dion and exemption boards, conforms 
to the “‘key’’ explanation made Dy 
the Post-Dispatch, in a boxed item 
printed in several issues last week, 
as to the method by which drafted 
men can learn the order of their 
appearance. 

This ‘‘key’’ showed that the same 
serial number may place its hold- 
er in different positions in the list, 
in different wards, according to 
the varying number of registrants 
in the different wards. Serial num- 
bers in the master list, which are 
higher than the highest seria] num- 
ber in a certain ward, must be 
disregarded in making up the order 
of the remaining serial numbers of 
that ward. This is because, in any 
ward, the only numbers to be con- 
sidered are those which are actual- 
ly represented by men 

In the official instructions the 
ward boards are directed to draw a 
pencil tine through the numbers 
which do not apply to their wards. 
This wiil have the same effect as 
checking off the numbers which 
do apply, as explained in the Post- 
Dispatch ‘‘key.”’ 

The method set forth in the Post- 
Dispatch box has already been used 
by the boards in several wards to 
establish the order in which the 
holders of serial numbers are to be 
notified to appear for examination. 
The official instruction shows that 
they have made no mistake in fol- 
lowing this method.

AT INVASION’ BY 
DR. WILLIAMSON 


Some Shaw Avenue Methodists 
Think Tent Meetings Nearby 


FTransgress Rights. 


PASTOR, DR. CLARK, AWAY 


Objectors Say Flock Is Unpro- 
tected and That It Is “Being 
Preyed Upon.” 


Meetings conducted by the Rev. 
William J. Williamson, pastor of 
the newly-organized Central Baptist 
Church, opposite the Shaw Avenue 
M. E. Church, Tower Grove and 
Shaw avenues, have aroused the re- 
Sentment of certain members of the 
latter congregation to such a point 
that P. E. Briscoe, chairman of the 
Board of Stewards of the Shaw Ave- 
nue M. E. Church, arose last night 
at Dr. Williamson’s meeting and 
openly protested against invasion of 
his church's district. 

Briscoe pointed out that his pas- 
tor, the Rev. E. T. Clark, is in France 
studying the religious situation, and 
Clark is not present to 
protect his flock, Dr. W)lliamson 
should not hold services in the tent 
next Sunday. 

Dr. Willlamson Refers to Protest. 

Pr. Williamson was about to pro- 
ceed with his sermon last night and 
announced that he had been inform- 
ed by Briscoe that the meetings dis- 
pleased members of Shaw Avenue 
Church across the street ane that 
future meetings must necessarily be 
conducted over the protest of that 
church. Briscoe, who was in the tent, 
arose and stated that he was chair- 


!man of the Board of Stewards of 


Shaw Avenue Church, but spoke only 
for himself and Mrs. Isabel Beeding, 
Dr. Clark’s secre*ary. 

“Tl want this understood,” he ¢x- 
claimed. “Our pastor is in Europe 
and left Mrs. Beading and myself in 
charge of Shaw Avenue Church. I 
believe it entirely out of place that 
you come over here and arrange your 
Sunday meetings to conflict with 
ours.” 

Pastor Expresses Regret. 

Dr. Williamson expressed regret that 
Briscoe had taken affront at the meet- 
ings and went, on with his sermon. A 
round of applause, however, greeted this 
.etort and Briscoe said no more. 

Dr. Williamson told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he had informed all 
churches in the vicinity of Shaw and 
Tower Grove avenues that Central 
Church would hold nightly tent meet- 
ings during the summer and reyues.ed 
chem to join in the work. Sunday meet- 
ings, he explained, were not contemplat- 
ed at the time, but they are necessary 
now, as the regular Sunday meeting 
place, the Columbia Theater, is being 
decorated. 

“God knows I am only preaching the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ,’’ said Dr. Wi.- 
liamson, “and I regret that anyon? 
should protest.’’ 

He said the tent has 70 chairs and is 
filled every night. 

Briscoe told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
in his office, at the Independent Paper 
Cutter Co., 505 North Second street, that 
“the whole scheme is insincere,’’ and 
that Dr. Williamson is preying on an un- 
protected flock. 

Says Flock Is Unprotected. 

“Our pastor,” he pointed out, “is in 
France and the flock is unprotected, 
save for what Mrs. Beading and my- 
self can do to look after things. The 
scheme of Central Church in erecting 
that tent immediately across the street 
from our church is insincere. Why did 
they select a location where a pastor 
is not present to look after his flock? 
They have already got a few of our 
members and others are interested, so 
I thought it time to protest. I am do- 
ing this entirely of my own volition— 
for the pastor who is not here. 

“Williamson told me he would not 
hold Sunday services, and now he backs 
up on his word. That is why I believe 
the whole thing tnsincere. I will say 
that the meetings are attracting large 
crowds and ought to do much good. In 
act, I have attended four or five my- 
self.’’

FIRST FIELD CASUALTY IN 
AMERICAN FORCE IN FRANCE 


Imprudent Soldier Loses Right Hand 
When French Bomb Used for 
Training Purposes Explodes.

AMERIC AN FORCES 
IN FRANCE, Wednesday, July 25.— 
The first fleld casualty among the 
American forces occurred today. A 
soldier became too inquisitive in re- 
gard to the construction of a live 
French bomb among the supplies 
brought to camp for training pur- 
poses. He extracted the safety pin 
in some manner and very soon there- 
after a loud explosion occurred. For- 
tunately for the soldier, the bomb did 
not contain a charge of full battle 
Strength, or he would have been 
blown to pieces. As it was he es- 
caped with the loss of his right hand. 

At every vantage point near the 
camp men in khaki and men in blue 
could be seen today drilling, march- 
ing and digging side by side. Field 
maneuvers were in progress at seve- 
ral places while from more secluded 
spots came the rattle of machine 
guns. MuskKetry practice was being 
held and on every_hand was activity 
which was most impressive. 


114 AUTOMOBILES STOLEN AND

Post-Dispatch Man Finds Them 
Working Hard at Training 
for Trench Work. 


' UNDERGO SOME HARDSHIPS 


They Are Satisfied, However, 
and Glad to Be Where 
They Are.

AMERICAN TRAINING CAMP IN 
FRANCE, July 23.—‘‘How do | like it?’ 
exclaimed a bronzed youth in greenish 
drab, whose labors at trench digging had 
been interrupted by this question. ‘‘Well, 
it ain’t exactly Sunday afternoon at 
Coney Island, but I guess it all helps 
in walloping the boche, and that suits 
me, all right, all right,’’ so saying, he 
smote the soil somewhere in France 
with his pick for all the world as thougn 

the Kaiser himself were his target. 

After a day spent in visiting the area 
occupied by the American army’s train- 
ing camp close to the French front I 
came to the conclusion that the young 
marine’s words—for it was to that fa- 
mous corps he belonged—better ex- 
pressed than any thoughts of mine the 
present state of mind of Pershing’a 
fighting men. There is not much clamor 
or excitement, and there is plenty of 
hard and sometimes disagreeable work, 
amid surroundings that, if only because 
“they aren't home,’’ leave much to be 
desired. ; 

Satisfied and Happy. 

The “tumult and the shouting’’ with 
which the American soldiers were every- 
where received is beginning to die down, 
as all such hurricane enthusiasm are 
bound to die in the workaday world of 
war. Arrangements for the services de- 
signed to look after the comfort of the 
men, such, for example, as those of the 
Y. M. C, A., are not yet completed, and 
mails from home are few-and far be- 
tween, though in perfect running order. 
Yet with all their little troubles, Uncle 
Sam’s men are satisfied, and indeed hap- 
py to be where they are. Their craving 
to get to the firing line is, as far az one 
can see, unanimous and so plainly :n 
evidence that it is a never-ceasing source 
of wonder to the poilus hereabouts, 
whose hankering for trenches is neces- 
sarily slackened by three years’ ac- 
quaintance with them. 

The men don't need their officers to 
tell them what would happen if they 
should start out to fight without know- 
ing how. Consequently, they are learn- 
ing how as speedily as they can with 
the fruitful experience of the Frenca 
at their elbow to guide them. 

With other correspondents accred- 
{ted to the American expeditionary 
force I arrived at headquarters early 
this morning. The General, who was 
about to start on a long motor ride 
to the headquarters of a General of a 
group of French armies, received us 
in a bare little rdOom in the unim- 
pressive cottage from which he is 
directing the affairs of his division. 


Two unvarnished pine tables and 
a few kitchen chairs constitute the 
furnishings of his office. I sat on 
a soap box, the chairs having been 
preempted by the half dozen others 
present. Large scale engineering 
blue prints are festooned about the 
walls. The room’s resemblance to 
the shack occupied by the foreman 
of a subway construction gang in 
New York is complete. 

Every one of the units scattered 
over a wide triangle knows that the 
American zone is forging ahead.

Speaking of the troops’ morale, 
here is a story that will illustrate it.

Hearing this, one of our battalions, 
not to be outdone, burst into song 
the other day at the conclusion of a 
hard bit of work, when you would 
have supposed they must be about al] 
in. They let out a chorus, “Hall, hail, 
the gang’s all here,” so loudly that 
the Germans might almost have 
heard it. I wish the people across 
the Atlantic could have heard them 
too—it was great.

MRS. RENA MOONEY 
ACQUITTED: JURORS 
QUT FOR 1 HOURS 


She Kisses Each When Verdict 
Is Read Finding Her Not 
Guilty of Murder. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., July 26.— 
Attorneys for Mrs. Rena Mooney, ac- 
quitted yesterday of a murder charge 
growing out of the preparedness 
parade bomb explosion here last sum- 
mer, announced they would move 
today that she be admitted to bail 
on seven other indictments charging 
her with murder in connection with 
the explosion. District Attorney 
Charles M. Fickert has declined to 
state whether she will be brought to 
trial again. 


After a trial that had lasted nine 
and one half weeks, the jury delib- 
erate 61 hours before reaching its 
verdict of “not guilty.” 


Thomas J. Mooney, the acquitted 
woman’s husband, has been  sen- 
tenced to death and Warren K. Bil- 
lings, to life imprisonment. Both 
have appealed. Isreal Weinberg and 
Edward A. Nolan, the other defend- 
ants, remain to be tried. 


Oxman to Be Tried Next. 

The next trial in connection with 
the cases will be that of Frank C. 
Oxman, an Oregon cattleman, who is 
accused of attempted subornation of 
perjury in connection with Thomas 
Mooney’s trial, in which he was the 
chief witness for the prosecution. 

“IT am surprised at the verdict,” 
said Fickert, who prosecuted Mrs. 
Mooney. “We expected the~jury to 
disagree.” 

When the foreman announced the 
verdict Mrs. Mooney, a comely young 
music teacher, jumped from her seat 
and kissed each juror. Friends, rela- 
tives and her attorneys showered her 
with congratulations. 

“It has been a terrible strain,” she 
said, “but I knew that justice would 
triumph. I cried bitter tears when 
I saw Miss Pearl Seaman, both of 
whose legs were blown off in the 
explosion, come into court. It was 
hard for me to understand that I 
was charged with a crime of this 
nature. When I am free I will de- 
vote my life to giving Miss Seaman 
a musical education.” 

Alexander Berkman, editor of The 
Blaet, an anarchist publication, re- 
cently was indicted for murder in 
connection with the bomb explosion. 
He its now under sentence of two 
years imprisonment in the east for 
obstructing the operation of the se- 
lective draft. 

Death Penalty Asked For. 

Demand by the prosecution for the in- 
fliction of the death penalty. rarely be- 
fore asked in California in the case of 
a woman; widespread interest of labor 
unions, public controversy § involving 
credibility of State’s witnesses and 
charges by the defense that important 
evidence had been fabricated, were feat- 
ures which marked the trial of Mrs. 
Mooney. 

Mrs. Mooney, a music teacher, wife 
of Thomas J. Mooney, was arrested a 
few days after the explosion, which. 
occurring at 2:06 p. m., In the course of 
a Preparedness Day parade, July 2. 
killed ten persons and wounded more 
than 40 men, women and children. About 
the same time the Mooneys were arrest- 
ed, Warren K. Billings, Israel Wein- 
berg and Edward D. Nolan were taken 
into custody by detectives. 

The State contended that the ex- 
plosion was the culmination of a con- 
spiracy pilot of wide ramifications, with 


| 
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the five bomb murder defendants as the 
ringleaders. 

Billings was tried, convicted of mur- 
der and sentencefi to life imprisonment. 
Mooney was sentenced to death on a 
verdict of murder in the first degree 
without recommendation for mercy. 
Both sentences have been held up pend- 
ing appeals to the State Supreme Cour 
The others are now awaiting trial. No- 
lan is at liberty om bail. An erroneous 
impression was spread in Petrograd 
shortly after the revolution by. followers 
of the agitator, Nikolai Lenine, that 
Mooney, ‘the Socialist,’ had been 
hangec. This caused a demonstration 
at the American embassy. 

Dissatisfied with the verdict in the 
case of ' homas J. Mooney, union labor 
organize tions, which contributed largely 
to the defense fund throughout the In- 
ternational Workers’ Defense League, 
caused the appointment of a “silent 
jury’’ composed of labor men, to hear 
evidence adduced at Mrs. Mooney’s 
trial and render an independent verdict 
to organized labor. 

Trial Began May 21. 

Mrs. Mooney was brought to trial May 
91 before Superior Judge Emmet Sea- 
well of Santa Rosa, and a jury. 


The specific charge against her was 
the murder of Mrs. Myrtle Irene Van 
Loo, one of the 10 victims of the ex- 
plosion. In addition the defendant was 
charged with having been a member of 
a “murderous conspiracy’’ to overthrow 
the ¢ overnr es‘: and bring about a state 
of anarchy. Mach testimony and many 
exhibits intended to support this the- 
ory were ruled out by Judge Seawell. 
Various letters written to and by Moo- 
ney, extracts from an anarchist publica- 
tion called the Blast, edited here about 
the time of the explosion by Alexander 
Berkman, an associate of Emma Gold- 
man, and other documents, which the 
State contended showed designs of the 
alleged group of conspirators, were ad- 
mitted, 


Alibi was the defense which the de- 
fendant’s attorneys sought to establish 
by a score of witnesses, who declared 
Mrs. Mooney and her husband had been 
on the roof of the building in which 
they made their home more than a mile 
from the scene of the _ explosion, 
throughout the afternoon. Mrs. Mooney 
and the four other defendants told of 
their movements in detail on the after- 
noon of the bomb murders. The de- 
fense sought to prove that others rather 
than the defendants were the persons 
who had been seen in the vicinity of 
the explosion by the State witnesses. 


The State’s contention was that Moo- 
ney and the others sought to prevent 
the parade because it was a military 
preparedness measure which might in- 
terfere with their alleged plot to over- 
throw the Government and that Bil- 
lings, accompanied by three of the other 
defendants placed a suitcase which, the 
State contended, enclosed the bomb. at 
the spot where the blast occurred. One 
witness said he saw Billings, accom- 
panied by Mooney, place the suitcase on 
the sidewalk. 


Bomb Particles Introduced. 


The defense contended that the bomb 
was hurled from the roof of a building 
and witnesses testified they had seen a 
black object coming through the air be- 
fore the detonation. 

Bits of what purported to have been 
pieces of an alarm clock, by which the 
State contended the bomb was explod- 
ed; pleces of what purported to have 
been parts of a suitcase and other ex- 
hibits such as bullets and jagged pieces 
of iron picked up on the scene after 
the explosion, were admitted as evi- 
dence. 

Eleven days before the explosion Mrs. 
Mooney obtained about 12 pounds of 
nitre, a component of dynamite, one wit- 
ness testified. A detective testified that 
bullets extracted from the bodies of vic- 
‘tims and picked up from the sidewalk 
were identical with many found in Mrs. 
Mooney’s apartments.

The lookout led the reporter to the 
game on the top floor of the building. 
The ‘‘bank,”’ handled by one of the den!- 
ers in paving off successful! bets, wa3 
apparently in excess of $1000. 

About the table wera six plavers when 
the reporter joined them gfd from time 
to time during the next Cwo hours other 
players came in, while those who had 
been playing departed, tisually broke. 
The dice were thrown from a leatler 
cup and after each throw the result was 
droned out by one of the leaders. 

All of Players Lose. 

uring two hours the reporter played 
not one player quit the game winner 
As he departed a man who was ap- 
rarently in charge of the game saic: 
“Come back again, any time, we know 
you now.”’ 

At the second game, in a building at 
2934 Olive street, the reporter went 
through practically the same process to 
gain admittance, although he was sub- 
sected to a more severe questioning and 
the lookout showed some hesitancy in 
admitting him. 

The game was conduied in the center 
room of a suite of three on the second 
and top floor of the building. A store- 
room on the ground floor is occupied 
bv the Edible Supply Co.

Registrants Instructed to Find 
When Names Are Posted by 
Selection Boards Draft. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—wWhile 
local selection boards were at work 
today assembling men of the select- 
ivé draft forces, officials of the Pro- 
vost Marshal-General’s office began 
preparing a new publication to fur- 
nish registered men with an easy 
method of keeping track of their 
status. 

The new list will be issued with 
cross references by number between 
the red ink and drawing numbers. 
It will be possible for those supplied 
with the lists to inform any man al- 
most instantly in what order he was 
drawn when he furnishes his red ink 
number. Presumably these lists will 
be placed in the selection boards’ 
headquarters so that registrants may 
learn quickly where they stand. 

A careful outline of the process to be 
followed both by the selection and dis. 
trict boards also is being prepared fer 
publication. 

The question of dependents will 
not come up until a report on a man’s 
Physical condition shows him to be 
suitable for military service. Then the 
selection board will be prepared to re- 
ceive affidavits on dependents. The 
forms of the affidavits will be shown 
by the board. 

Similarly, forms for applications for 
exemption on industrial grounds or for 
appeal from the ruling of the selection 
board will not be available until the 
time for their use comes. The pur- 
pose of the plan is to avoid the piling 
up of documents and to provide that 
boards will have before them at any 
time only the papers of cases in pro- 
cess of hearing. 

Gen. Crowder points out that the local 
boards actually are selection, not ex- 
emption boards. Their primary purpose, 
ne Said, is to select from registered men 
those qualified for military service. 

The men they turn away after ex- 
amination will be rejected, rather than 
exempted, because of physical disability 
or dependents. 

The exemption boards proper are the 
district boards, which have power to 
Say whether the work a man is doing 
at home will be more important to the 
Government than his service as a sol- 
dier. 

Information reaching Washington 1n- 
Gicates that the selection boards are tak- 
ing the view of their work that makes 
that name fitting for them. They are 
bent on finding men for the army in the 
shortest possible time. When they cer- 
tify any man to the higher boards as 
held for service, the man becomes a sol- 
dier and subject to soldier law. It will 
be the duty of the Provost Marshal Ge1- 
eral, from that time on, to see that he 
complies with al! army orders affecting 
him and also to turn him over to the 
army authorities when he is called to 
the colors. 

The quotas from the various districts 
nrobably will be assembled first at their 
Cistrict headquarters when the cail 
comes. Whther they will be turned over 
to an army officer there and taken to 
their cantonments or whether one of 
their number will be placed in charge 
to conduct them to the cantonment has 
not been decided.

WILLING 10 BUILD 
REE BRIDGE LOOP 


Officials Say They Are Receiv- 
ing No Encouragement From 
the City Officials. 


LETTER IS UNANSWERED 


First Proposal Last Spring Is 
Followed by Renewed Efforts 
at Negotiations. 


The St. Louis & East St. Louis In- 
terurban Railway Co. wants to enter St. 
Louis with an Illinois interurban line 
and cannot because there is no St. Louis 


loop and no prospect of one that can 
be used by standard gauge Interurban 
cars. The company is willing to build 
its own loop, but its officers declare it 
is receiving no encouragement from city 
officials and has been given to under- 
stand that its entrance will be bitterly 
opposed by the United Rallways Co., 
abetted by the city administration. 

President McCulloch of the United 
Railways Co. has suggested that exist- 
ing tracks of that company be used 
for loop purposes. The tracks of the 
United Railways Co. are 2 inches wider 
than standard interurban tracks and 
the tracks on the free bridge. McCul- 
loch’s plan is to have passengers trans- 
fer at the free bridge and pay an extra 
fare to his company. 

The St. Louis and East St. 
Company has been in process of 
organization for the last three 
months. It has now been incorpora- 
ted. W. B.. Tate, who is interested 
in oil and zine properties, and has 
an automecbile accessories establish- 
ment at 3126 Locust street, is Presi- 
dent, Other members of the com- 
pany are W. P. Launtz, lawyer and 
real estate owner of East St. Louis; 
Liyde Allen, real estate, East St. 
louis; H. E. Meintz, railroad eon- 
tractor, East St. Louis and Joseph 
McCoy, attorney, International Life 
Building, St. Louis. St. Louis and 
East St. Louis financiers whose 
names are not divulged are said to 
be interested. The present capital is 
$100,000. 

Loop Promised at First. 

McCoy said that he and his asso- 
ciates went to Director Hooke of the 
Department of Public Utilities last 
spring and told him what they pro- 
posed to do. He assured them that 
they would be welcomed and that a 
loop would be built for them in 60 
days. 

The company arranged for a lease cf 
a mile of tne Southern Traction Co.'s 
‘rack and wires from tne center of Eas* 
St. Louis to the east end of the free 
Lridge, and recently went to see Hooke 
again. He referred them to the Board 
of Aldermen. The Committee of Street., 
Sewers and Wharfs, according to Mc: 
Ccy, asked that the company send a le.- 
ter. This was done on July 20. No ac- 
knowledgment of the letter wus received 
by the company. Three days ago a 
r.atement was publishei that interurban 
cars would be authorized, under the or- 
Gcinances now being considered by the 
Bvard of Aldermen, =o use the United 
Railways tracks. Director Hooke, dis- 
cussing the omission from the bond issus 
bill of provision for a toop, said he did 
rot think a loop should be built until a 
definite proposal had leen made for its 
use by some street car company. 

The St. Louis & East St. Louls com- 
pany contends that it has made a defi- 
nite proposal. President Tate sent a let- 
ter Tuesday to Chairman William L. 
Tamme of the Committee on Streets, 
Sewers and Wharfs, calling Nis atten- 
tion to the fact that interurban cars 
could not uee United Railways tracks 
and repeating the suggestion made in 
his letter of July 20 that a loop be built 
from the free bridge north on Seventh 
street, to Lucas avenue, west to Ninth 
street, south to Walnut street, east to 
Seventh street and south to the bridge. 
The promise was made in the letter that 
within four monthe at the outside the 
company would run cars into the city if 
given the apportunity. 

Willing to Build Loop. 

“We desire an entrance into the busi- 
ness heart of St. Louts,”’ President Tate 
wrote. “If the city will at once build 
an interurban loop, well and good. If 
not, this company, if granted the right, 
will construct- such a loop and pay its 
cost under a fair and equitable fran- 
chise, permitting other interurban lines 
the same privilege, paying therefor a 
proper percentage of cost and upkeep.” 

In conclusion, President Tate 
wrote: “You have at an outlay of 
more than $8,000,000 built a so-called 
free bridge—but the people are séill 
paying tribute for the privilege of 
buying in St. Loulm Detroit, Indian- 
apolis and nearly every progressive 
city in the United States. gives to 
interurban cars access to its business 
district. St. Louts alone dénies that 
privilege. ~It takes time to transfer 
and costs money when you require 
visitors within your’ gates to pay 
tribute so soon as they pass the city 
limits.” 

McCoy says, he and his associates 
do not care who builds the loop or 
where it is built, just so somebody 
builds a loop someahere. He says 
the company will seek an East 8&t. 
Louis franchise with a view to ex- 
tending the line to Highland, Ill. 


46 BODIES ARE FOUND IN MINE 


SYDNEY, Cape Breton. July %.—Offi- 
cials of the Dominion Coal Co. today 
said they had been unable to determine 
the cause of the explosion in the com- 
pany’s mine at New Waterford yester- 
day, which caused the death of 42 men. 
Forty-six bodies have been found. 

Officials said there was no fire in the 
mine. When the explosion occurred 20 
men were underground. The explosion 
was at a point 210 feet down the slope. 
Gas fumes were responsibie for a num- 
ber of the deaths. Many died after 
being brought to the surface, one 
of these being a member of a rescue 
party.

LONDON, July %.—Twenty-one British 
vessels of more than 1600 tons each and 
three of less than 1600 tons each were 
sunk last week by mines or submarines, 
according to the weekly admiralty re- 
port on shipping losses. One fishing ves- 
sel was sunk. The admiralty’s state- 
ment follows: 

“Arrivals, 2791; saflings, 2791. 

“British merchantmen sunk by mine 
or submarine, over 1600 tons, including 
two previously, 21; under 1600 tons, 3. 

“British merchant vessels unsuccess- 
fully attacked, including 3 previously, 15. 

“British fishing vessels sunk, one.” 

In the previous week 14 vessels in the 
larger category were sunk.

BLUEJACKET FIRST U, S, FIGHTER

Advantage Gained by Germans, 

It has been noted in fact that the one 
strategic advantage gnined in recent 
fighting was gained by the Germans. 
Many officers here believe that when 
small sector of the British lines in Bel- 
gium was overwhelmed and its defend- 
ers nearly all captured or killed, the 
Germans improved the situation on their 
vy eakest front materially. 

That view is based on the opinion that 
the only hope of decisive attainments for 
the allies in the West lies in rolling up 
the German right flank where it reaches 
the sea in Belgium. If that could pe 
done, it is argued, the U-boat bases 
could be stamped out and the only of- 
tensive instrument of the Germans be 
eliminated, or so seriously impaired as 
to make it ineffective. 


The big question is whether it could 
be done. It would require combined 
army and navy operations on that part 
of the Belgian coast held by the Ger- 
mans, for it would be necessary to force 
a landing behind their line and force 
the whole right flank back from the 
sea 

The price of a victory of this nature 
against the U-boats and German shore 
batteries probably would be appalling, 
end there is nothing to indicate that the 
effort js being seriously considered. It 
cannot be questioned however. that 
many army men, both in Great Britain 
and the United States, favor some such 
desperate attempt to bring the struggle 
tc a conclusion 


What Reports From France Show. 

Reports from the front in France, so 
far as known, give no cheering picture 
of what must be done. There appears to 
be do doubt that the allied line can 
stand against any force Germany can 
bring against it. Even the Russian dis- 
aster does not affect that situation. But 
to gather the necessary strength for a 
successful offensive will take time and 
ample sea transportation facilities if the 
United States is to furnish the needed 
surplus of men, airplanes. munitions and 
food.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The possibil- 
ity that Major-General Goothats may go 
to France, to head the American army 
engineers, is foremost among the devel- 
opments which have followed President 
Wilson’s reorganization of the Shipping 

Board.

As a retired officer, the Genera! is sub- 
ject to any duty to which the President 
may assign him. The probability that 
he would be assigned to service at th- 
front has been recognized ever sinc» it 
became apparent that he would isaave 
the fleet corporation. 


THREE MEN SHOT, SCORES BEATEN 
IN CHESTER (PA.) RACE RIOTS 


CHESTER, PA., July 26.—Three 
men were shot, scores beaten and 55 
arrested in a series of race riots ad- 
jacent to the negro district here last 
night. In addition to those shot 
about a dozen rioters had to be taken 
to the hospital as a result of in- 
juries inflicted by stones and clubs. 

Two companies of Nationa] Guards- 
men and a platoon of State Police 
summoned to aid the local force 
failed to restrain the crowd, which 
followed policemen and their cap- 
tives to the city hall. 

The district inhabited by the negro 
residents, .about one-third of the 
town, was roped off and placed under 
heavy guard. At midnight the po- 
lice had the situation well in hand 
and said they expected no further 
trouble.

Wer and Russian Revolution 
Have Cleaned Market of Many 
, Eligible as Wives.

LONDON, July 26.—The forthcom: 


ing. marriage between Prince Alex: 
ander of Battenberg, as we may still 
call him, and Lady Irene Denison, 
daughter of the Earl of Londesbor- 


ough, is not only the romance of the 
British season—it marks an epoch tn 
th® long annais of the British throne. 

Of all the changes now proceeding 
from Buckingham Palace this event 
méans the most. In Queen Victor- 
ia'& day there were two Battenberg 
Princes—Henry, who died in West 
Africa, in the arms of Bishop Taylor 
Smith, now chaplain general of the 
army, and Louis, the sailor, who mar- 
ri@d the sister of Prince Henry of 
Prussia and soon after the outbreak 
of ‘war retired from the Board of Ad- 
mirality. A son of Louis recently 
married the Countess Nada Torby, 
dauehter of the Grand Duke Michael 
of Russia, now living in England, 
hut-Alexander, the latest bridegroom, 
is a son of Henry, which means that 
his. mother its Princess Beatrice, a 
daughter of Queen Victoria. 

; Departure for Royalty. 

ing Edward was his uncle. The 
Queen of Spain is his sister. The 

King of England is his first cousin. 
That he should marry an Earl's 
daughter, who has not in her veins 
one "drop of royal blood, is a depart- 
ure: that should make Queen Vic- 
tora turn in her grave. 

That exacting ruler did not mind 
Prig cesses uniting with peers. The 
NOubhess of Argyll was Princess Lou- 
isetand the Duchess of Fife ‘s today 
Privicesgs Royal of England. But for 
a Prince to marry beneath him, that 
wae strictly forbidden. At court the 
milffe of Cambridge, whose wife was 
Mies Fairbrother, remains simply a 
achelor. 

Not that there has ever been any 
ear bar to such unions. The oft quot- 
d fharriage act of 1772 prohibits mem- 
berms: of the royal family under the age 
of 45 vears from marrying without the 
sovereign's consent, given under the 
Great Seal. After that age there must 
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be a year’s notice to the Privy Council 
and also the assent of Parliament. 

Oppressive as these restrictions may 
undoubtedly be, they do not, In them- 
selves, exclude either a peer’s daughter 
or an actress, or any other lady—say an 
Indian Princess, a leader of society in 
Canada or in Washington or New York 
—provided always that the necessary 
consents are obtained. And in the pres- 
ent case the King has in fact approved 
of Lady Irene Denison. But it ig many 
generations since such an alliance has 
been recorded. 


The last precedent was James II, who, 
as Duke of York, secretly married Anne 
Hyde. This lady's death occurred be- 
fore her husband ascended the throne, 
but she was the mother of two Queens— 
Mary and.Anne. That, however, was 
20 years ago. ‘e 

What helped Lady Irene Denison's 
chances was the practical difficulty into 
which the court was plunged by the 
war and the Russian Revolution. By 
the Act of Succession, not only must 
the King be a Protestant, but he must 
marry a Protestant, and this means that 
no Prince in the direct line may choose 
@ Roman Catholic for his wife. The 
Coronation Oath, as it is called, or Ac- 
cession Declaration, by which ‘‘Rome” is 
forsworn, has been modified out of def- 
erence to Catholic susceptibles; it cer- 


tainly was a lurid document—but there | 


has been no change in the fundamental! 
rule which I have just quoted. The King 
cannot change it without the assent of 
Parliament, and Parliament would not 
assent, if asked so to do. 


Princes’ Choice Limited. 

This means that not one of the five 
sons of King George can marry a Beél- 
gian, Italian or Spanish princess unless 
the lady is ready to forsake the faith o? 
her fathers. When the Queen of Spain 
turned Catholic she surrendered for- 
ever whatever claim she or her chi!- 
dren might have had to the British 
throne. 


Under Queen Victoria, the exclusion 
of Roman Catholic families caused }it- 
tle inconvenience. Husbands and wives 
coyld always be found in Russia, Ger- 
many and Denmark.

The tradition has enabled 
Germany to extend her influence in 
many directions, and it is now merely a 
political artifice, which must be brought 
to an end.

LONDON, July 26.—Germany’s dream 
of world conquest has been shattered 
and the belief among al! classes there 
now ie that the war must end through 
diplomacy rather than by a brilliant 
victory, according to the German pris- 
oners in England. 

A representative of the Associated 
Press, who has just returned here after 
aj visit to the large internment camp 
at’ Dorchester, where approximately 

German prisoners are quartered, is 
ehabled to present many interesting 
sidelights on the German viewpoint as 
represented by men of all types whv 
have fought with the German forces on 


tang and sea and in the air. These may 


be summarized as follows: 

Germany, having held cut thus far, is 
prepared to hold out to the end 

The economic situation in Germany 
is not as bad as it has been represented, 
especially by the belligerent or neutral 
press. 


Contrary to reports, there is no visi- 


ble shortage of materials actually need- 
ed for the prosecution of the war. 

America’s entry into the war will pro- 
long rather than shorten it. 

The United States, being essentially a 
commercial nation, cannot make her 
great man power felt soon enough to 
change the course of events. 

The submarines are doing all that was 
expected of them. 


Lack of Concern Over U. 5&5. 
There as a surprising lack A concern 


manifested by the prisoners because of 
the United States being arrayed against 
their country. 

The correspondent was allowed to min- 
gle with them freely, at times without 
any of the British officials in charge of 
the camp being present. A young Ger- 
man airman, who was brought down re- 
cently off Dover, and who exhibited an 
iron cross, which, he sald, he had won 
for many daring feats over the Anglo- 
French lines, seemed to express the view 
of the more intelligent class of pris- 
oners by asserting there had been ‘'s®? 


many declarations of war'’’ against Ger- 
many that, when the United States came 


in, any more did not matter. 

Asked whether it would surprise the 
German people if the United States 
should actually plate 1,000,000 men in 
France within a year, the airman smiled 
as one amused and replied: “I would 
like to see them fire first.” 

A aistinguished Rite whe nad Sein 
a prisoner since the battle of the Marne, 
and who said he was formerly a lawyer 
in Bavaria, expressed the belief that the 
war would undoubtedly result in giving 
the German people'a more democratic 
form of government. He doubted, how- 
ever, whether any attempt to remove th> 
Emperor would succeed. 

Germany, he said, had been accus- 
tomed to an imperial head so long that 
he did not think it would be advisable 
for her to follow Russia's example. 

Others, including a former chemfst; an- 
other from West Africa, and a young 
man who said he had been a professor 
of English in a German university. 
laughed heartily when the thought was 
suggested to them.

The remarkable training of the Ger- 
mans is shown in the discipline main- 
tained at the Dorchester prison camp. 
Although more than 20,000 prisoners have 
been interned there since the war start- 
ed, only two have attempted to escape. 
Almost without exception, these Ger- 
mans say they are contented with their 
surroundings and are well treated. 


Treatment of Prisoners. 
The Germans do their own washing 


and cooking. Their rations consist of 13 
ounces of bread daily, six ounces of meat 
five days per week, threé-quarters of 
an ounce of coffee daily, one ounce of 
sugar daily, two ounces of turnips daily, 
two ounces of beans or peas daily, two 
ounces of oatmeal! daily, one ounce of 
jam daily, two ounces of cheese daily, 10 
ounces of fish two days per week, four 


ounces of rice dafly, and meal, pepper 


and salt.. There is a slight reduction of 
bread and cheese in the ration of those 
vho do not work. Except for their con- 
finement, the German prisoners are not 
much differently situated than any ordi- 
nary party of campers. 

Perhaps the one thing that impresses 
an American most is the spirit of sym- 
rathy which seems to exist between the 
British officials and their German 
charges and which is shown not s0 
much in their military salutations as 
by the care taken not to contribute any 
more than is necessary to the discom- 
fort of either, while the prisoner him- 
self smilingly accepts his lot as one in- 
finitely better than that of his former 
comrades in arms.

The purpose of the rifling is to 
give the projectiles a rotary, spin- 
ning motion. 
keeps the bullet from “tumbling” 
end over end while on its flight. 
This true course of the bullet lessens 
the ig of the air. 


Ballets Nickel-Covered. 
The bullet is of lead, to give it the 


necessary weight for its bulk. This 
lead is covered with a cupro-nickel 
jacket, to give it the hardness to en- 
able it to preserve its original form 
and thus Keep it true to its original 
course. A lead bullet with such a 
tremendous explosive force behind it, 
with its consequent heat, would leave 
the muzzle of the rifle a shapeless 
mass of lead, the course of which 
could not be calculated. 

The weight of the bullet is 150 
grains. The powder charge is about 
50 grains. The manuals of the ord- 
nance department give much detail 
about the powder and the cartridge. 
As the soldier becomes more expert 
with the rifle, he will be interested 
in these technical matters. The re- 
cruit will be too busy to learn them 
all.

MANY SPEAKERS HEARD 

Most of Addresses Are in Favor 

of One of Two Proposed Plans; 
Widows’ Cause Pleaded. 


Public hearings on the two United 


Fiailways ordinances will be continued at 
intervals all summer, even if the Board 
of Aldermen adjourn next Friday for 


fits annual vacation, Chairman Barney 
L. Schwartz of the Public Utilities Com- 
mittee told a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day. Another hearing will be conducted 
next week, Chairman Schwartz said. 
The date will be announced at Friday's 
meeting of the Board. 

At the\hearing last night some of those 
favoring the orinances urged that the 
Aldermen remain in session until one of 
the pending bills is passed. Most of the 
advocates of this course prefaced their 
pleas for immediate action with the 
statement that they had not read either 
measure, @nd only one or two of those 
who favored the measures attempted *° 
analyze the proposals. 

President Aloe Resents ‘Threats.” 

President Aloe of the Board, who sat 
with the Utilities Committee during the 
presentation of the arguments for and 
against the bills, construed the remarks 
of one speaker as a threat. 

“No man can tell us we dare not ad- 
jgourn until one of these bills is adopted,” 
Aloe declared. ‘“‘The one way to make 
us adjourn is to make threats.” 

Most of those who came to recommend 
the city’s acceptance of one of the pro- 
posals for a compact wirh the company’s 
and to praise the stret railway service in 
‘St. Louis, drove to the City Hall in 
gutomobiles. There were two long lines 
of autos on Market street, extending 
from the Municipal Courts building to 
Twelfth street. 

References to widows and orphans 
who had lost their all by purchasing 
Tinited Railways securities were made 
by several speakers for the bills. Every 
mention of the promise that the bills 
gave of appreciating the company’s pre- 
ferred stock was received with applause. 
George E. Dieckman, author of a plan of 
“compromise” which he submitted to 
the old Municipal Assembly several 
years ago, said last night that he rep- 
resented 40,000 shares of preferred stock. 


Dieckman Urges His Pian. 

Tieckman began his speech with the 
dramatic salutation, “Mr. Chairman, 
Members of the Committee, Ladies and 
Gentlemen and Downtrodden and Down- 
cast Stockholders and Bondholders!” 
Dieckman said that the Municipal As- 
sembly and the officials of the United 
Railways were both derelict in their 
duty for having failed to accept his 
“compromise.”” He was vehement in his 
Geclarations that the present Board ~f 
Aldermen should not think of taking a 
Vacation until a “settlement”’ had been 
made. 

It was Dieckmann that President Aloe 
accused of having ‘“‘dared’’ the Board 
to adjourn. 

G. A. Buder, president of the German- 
American Press Association, which pub- 
lishes The Times and the Westliche- 
Post, for a time kept his hearers in 
doubt as to whether he advocated or 
opposed the bills. His statemengs for 
the first half of his argument gave 
equal comfort to both sides. The latter

Christy M. Farrar, who said he 
represented civic organizations in 
Northwest St. Louis, said he had no 
objections to the passage of either 
bill, but requested that the Lee ave- 
nue and Natural Bridge lines be ex- 
tended. He said the pmvisions on the 
subject of extensions were vague. 
The company had taken the position, 
Farrar said, that it collected all 
fares in St. Louis whether or not its 
lines were extended, and ignored the 
needs of remote communities. 

Dan C. Nugent and M. L. Wilkin- 
son, dry goods merchants, and John 
F. Queeny, President of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association, explained that 
they had not studied the provisions 
of either. They said that they came 
to the hearing to recommend prompt 
adjustment of the difficulties ;be- 
tween the city and the company. 
Business interests are suffering, 
these speakers said, because of the 
financial condition of the company. 
Capital was deterred from coming 
to St. Louis because of the controv- 
ersy between the city and the com- 
pany. 

View of J. Lionberger Davis. 
J. Lionberger Davis, president of the 


Chamber of Commerce, said that the 
biggest problem was that of adequate 
service. There must be a guarantee of 
a fair valuation and a just return on 
the company’s investment, Davis said. 

John M. atkinson, former member of 
the State Public Service Commies- 
sion, said the Chamber of Com- 
merce favored the city’s having repre- 
sentation on the company’s board of 
Girectors, but no city officials should be 
closen. He said earnings of at least 
& per cent should be allowed to the com- 
pany. If the bill providing for a part- 
nership between the city and the com- 
pany were adopted, it should be amend- 
ec to insure at least 10 per cent of the 
net surplus being paid to the company’s 
employes. 

Of the three hundred or more at the 
hearing, there were at least two-thirds 
favorable to the company. H. C. Gren- 
ner, who says he holds $650,000 of the 
United Railways’ bonds, sat next to 
Alderman Niederluecke, a member of 
the committee. 


President McCulloch spoke first in be- 
half of the bills, explaining that they 
had been prepared “‘by experts repre- 
senting the city.’’ ' 

‘We're here for better transportation 
service, which is the most important 


thing in the city next to water. It 18 
more advantageous to the people to #2t 
£00d street railway service than to get 
taxes from the compaay,” McCulloch 
Puid. 

“The value fixed in these billa is lower 
than would be shown bya fair appraise- 
ment. Under the provisions of the bil! 
imposing a tax of three per cent on the 
company’s gross receipts, we shall be 
Daying more taxes then any like cor- 
boration in the country. 

‘‘Personally, I favor a partnership »D:- 
tween the company and the city, be 
cause, With the city’s help, we can do 
many things that we can’t do alone. I 
Suggest that you pass tkis legislativn 
and let us give better service.” 

Three Opponents of Bill. 

Only three opponents of the bills ap- 
peared at last night's wearing. These 
were Stephen H. Butler, chairman of the 
legislative committee of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, W. F. Can- 
navan of the same organization, anid 
Charles L. Delbridge, representing the 
E'eople’s League. 

3utler pleased his fullowers by the 
solemn announcement (tollowing thé ex- 
ample of the company’s advocates), that 
he was not “a stockholder or  bond- 
bolder.”’ 

“The Central Trades and Labor Union 
cpposes any partnership with the United 
Railways on the basis of a valuation of 
$6,000,000 on the company’s properties. 
We don't know how that figure was 
hxed. Eight years ago the Municipal 
Fublic Service Commission appraised 
these properties at $38,000,000. We want 
to know how $22,000,000 of value has been 
added in six years. 

“Don’t railroad these bills. Give us a 
chance to study them. No one has had 
arn opportunity to do that yet. The 
speakers for the company have told you 
that they haven't read the bills, and 
yet they dare you to adjourn without 
passing them. If the bills are passed 
without better guaranties for the city 
than they now contain, the Central 
Trades and Labor Union will invoke a 
referendum.”’ 

W. F. Cannavan presented statistics 
to combat the assertion that the com- 
pany’s service is better than formerly. 
He read what he described as a report 
rrade by the State Public Service Com- 
rrission. This showed, according to 
Cannavan, that 22 per cent of the pas- 
sengers carried in the rush hours were 
ccmpelled to stand. 


Delbridge Exhausts Vocabulary. 

Delbridge amused the spectators by 
excusing himself for want of a suitable 
vocabulary wih which to describe the 
acts of the United Railways Co., and 
then comparing the company’s officials 
to “venomous serpents,”” and freely 
using the words, “scoundrels and rob- 
bers.’" Delbridge ended by proferring 
the city a partnership with him in the 
operation of a ‘‘saddle car’’ which would 
be propelled by the passengers, 


BOMB EXPLOSION IN HOTEL 


CHICAGO, July 26.—A dynamite 
bomb explosion occurred early today 
in the entrance to the Berlin room 
of the Bismarck Hotel in the down- 
town section, sending guests of the 
hotel and several neighboring hotels 
to the street. The damage to the 
building, it is estimated, will not ex- 
ceed $10,000, being confined to broken 
windows and holes tn the walls near 
the scene of the explosion. 

It is believed by the police the ex- 
plosion was the result of labor trou- 
bles which have been experienced by 
the management for several weeks.

Penitentiary Needs a Thomas 
Mott Osborne, Released 
Anarchist Says. 


Emma Goldman, anarchist and anti- 


draft agitator, who is to be released on 
a $25,000 appeal bond after a two weeks’ 


Stay in the Missouri Penitentiary at 


Jefferson City, passed through St. Louis 
last evening on her way to New York, 
where her bond will 


proved by the court. She was in custody 
of a United States Marshal and his wife. 

‘She talked, while here, about the Pen- 
itentiary, saying that a man like Thomas 
Mott. Osborne, forme rwarden of Sing 
Sing, was needed to reform its system. 

“They have a task system,” she said, 
“which indicates that contract labor i; 
still in vogue. The women who fail tu 
do their work are punished. One woman 
is in a dark cell now because she failed 
to do her task of making twelve pairs of 
suspenders in a specified time. She is 
fed on bread and water. 

‘TI had no extra task, but the matron 
told me when I left that she was sorry 
to lose such a good worker; s0 you see 
I must have done my allotment of work 
well and made costs. I sewed jackets. 

‘The food is wel! cooked, but there is 
not enough of it to nourish women whov 
work. We got meat once a day, at 
noon. 

“IT have no complaint to make of the 
treatment accorded me. I liked to work 
because the working room was the only 
place where I got fresh air. The cells 
had neither light nor air, because a big 
wall close to the windows shhut out 
both.”’

MAYOR TO HOLD PUBLIC HEARING 
ON SMOKE ABATEMENT BILL 


Objections to Proposed Ordinance by 
Civic League Because of Smoke 
Allowance Time. 

Mayor Kiel today announced that he 
would hold a public hearing on the 
smoke abatement bill passed last Fri- 
day by the Board of Aldermen before 
veciding whether to sign it. Objection 
has been made to the proposed ordi- 
nance by the Civic League and others. 
No date was set for the hearing, but 
it will be before Aug. 2, when the 10 
days allowed for the Mayor’s considera- 

tion will expire. 


The chiefs points objected to by the 
Civic League are that the Dill would 
permit chimneys to smoke for an-ag- 
gregate of 15 minutes out of each hour, 
instead of the six minutes allowed 
under the present ordinance, and would 
exemept agents of buildings from re- 
sponzibility for violations of the ordi- 
nance. 

Building Commissioner McKelvey 
said he would oppose the ordinance as 
not being liberal enough. He thinks 
chimneys should be permitted to smoke

by Hugh K. Wagner, who ts revising the 
city ordinances, and amended to its 
present form by members of the Board 
of Aldermen. It was passed with 26 
favorable votes, Alderman Hart and 
President Aloe oprosing it and one 
member not voting.

2000 WOMEN ATTEND 
REGISTRATION MEETING 


Told at Odeon Gathering How 
They Can Best Help U. S. 
to Win War. 


Nearly 2000 women who packed the 
Odeon yesterday afternor were told by 


men and women speakers how they 
could best aid the United States to 
successfully prosecute the war. 

Food conservation was the chief topic 
of discussion, but many other ways in 
which women can perform service were 
explained and the work of women in 
England and France was given as an 
example. 

The stage of the Odeon was decorat- 
ed for the meeting with two large 
American flags, around which were as- 
sembled the emblems of America’s al- 
lies. The American flags were hung 
drape fashion, nails being used to hold 
trem in place as arranged. Manv 
women in the audience objected to 
rails being driven through the flags 
and several stood up to protest, but 
could not make themselves heard. 

Mrs. Philip N. Moore, with the aid of 
lantern slides, explained in detail how 
the women of St. Louis will be regis- 
tered on next Saturday. She gave in- 


structions to the women who wiil act as 
registrars, explaining each question that 
appears on thie registration card. 

The meeting was opened by Mrs. Dan 
Cc. Nugent, who, after paying a tribute 
to the patriotism of St. Louis women, 
turned the chair over to Louis P. Aloe, 
who represented the Mayor. He made 
a brief talk, calling attention to the 
work of the women abroad in the muni- 
tions factories, the fields and all 
branches of industry. He also read 
Gov. Gardner’s proclamation making 
Saturday Missouri Patriotic day. 

Mrs. George Gelhorn was one of the 
“four-minute” speakers. She said food 
conservation was the one really impor- 
tant task before the women. Chicago, 
she said, had only registered 4000 wom- 
en to help, while St. Louis should en- 
roll at least 100,000 Saturday. 

“Conservation means victory,” 
concluded. 

“America will never surrender to the 
despotism of autocracy,.”’ said Edward 
K. Love, in a short talk. 

Mrs. Moore said that, much to the 
shame of the allied nations, Germany 
was the first country to realize what a 
big part women could take in the war. 
England and France later came to a re- 
alization of the power of the women be- 
hind the firing line. 

Xenophon P. Wilfley, chairman of the 
Election Board, explained the manner 
of registering. He told of the registra- 
tion of the men for the draft army and 
pointed out mistakes the men had made, 
so that the women could guard against 
them. |

WHAT ARE THE FACTS? 


The London Times is right when it urges Pre- 
mier Lloyd George to tell the exact truth about 
the submarine warfare and the actual conditions 
in world shipping. 

If there is any “worst” not yet made public the 
people of the allied countries ought to know it 
and prepare with open eye to meet it. Secrecy 
is worse than the worst information, because it 
defeats the very ends the leaders of the allied 
nations seek. It puts the people to sleep. It 
paralyzes their energies. When disaster comes 
it is too late to avoid it. Knowledge of the full 
extent of the menace confronting the people is 
necessary to the effort required to overcome it. 

Many hints of an unknown “worst” in the ship 
ping situation are cropping out here and there. 
On the other hand, Mr. Lloyd George spoke opti- 
mistically of the outlook, saying definitely that 
England had no reason to fear starvation this 
that submarine destruction of 


is rapidly increasing. 

What are the actual facts? America, at least, 
demands full information. In this land where 
the people are sovereign and where so much de- 
pends upon popular initiative and activity, con- 
cealment is the worst possible policy. It not only 
invites disaster in war, but it assures resentful 
action against those who deceive the people. 

The Government in Washington ought to keep 
the American people informed of all conditions, 
the publicity of which does not aid the enemy. 
We are entitled to complete information of the 
extent of our task and of the dangers that beset 
us. Let us know the whole problem now. 


A HOME FOR INCURABLES. 

The appeal to St. Louisans for contributions 
toward a fund of $10,000 to secure a $100,000 
endowment and a home for incurables and con- 
valescents at Jennings, St. Louis County, is one 
that should not go unheeded. 

Through the generosity of Mrs. Hannah Dur- 

yea, who is known for her many philanthropies, 
the institution has made a substantial start. She 
gave $50,000 in cash and a house and other prop- 
erty valued at an equal amount, but made the gift 
conditional upon the raising of an additional 
$10,000. Unless this is done before Aug. 1, the 
gift will revert to its donor. | 
Miss Daisy Ella Nirdling, president of the Jo- 
sephine Club, has undertaken to raise the money. 
She cannot do it aloneit would not be fair to 
let her do it alone. The work is for the public 
benefit; it should receive active public support. 
There is no home for incurables in St. Louis 
and hospitals wi!l care for incurable charity pa- 
tients only for a few weeks at most. The Hannah 
Home will be a refuge for as many of such un- 
fortunates as it can accommodate. 
The time for raising the needed money is short. 
To postpone subscriptions would perhaps be fatal 
to the institution. With or without war, we must 
care for the disabled cripples.

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PINK WHISKERS PEACE PLANS. 


A pink whiskers peace plan, proposed in the 
United States Senate, contemplates the continu- 
ance after the war of the rule of autocracy side 
by side with that of democracy. A return to the 
territorial status quo, Germany giving up Bel- 
gium, Northern France and the Balkan countries 
soe has grabbed, would be satisfactory to Senator 
Lewis. He is willing to let everything else go, 
trusting that some time in the future the Ger- 
man people will follow the example of the Rus- 
sians and oust the Hohenzollerns. 

This is in line with the samovar, skimmed-milk 
brand of peace that.has curdled the brains of a 
number of Russians who know nothing of the 
past history of the Potsdam plotters and ‘their 
blown-in-the-bottle contempt for statesmen and 
nations who use other than blood and iron ,argu- 
ments. 

We must either make the world safe for democ- 
racy or confess that we have stultified ourselves 
and betrayed the human race.

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UNFEELING MUSIC CRITIOS. 
Since we must put up with the music critics, it 
does seem that they ought to get together on at 
least some fair working basis. Of Tuesday night's 
performance of Pagliacci at Forést Park, for in- 
stance, one critic said the singers couldn’t be 
heard more than 50 seats away, that the orchestra 
was almost dumb and the big bassoon was mute 
because of the humidity. Another said the sing- 
ing was better than ever; a third said it could 
be plainly heard everywhere, while a fourth re- 
ported that the singers got their best results 
that night by not “forcing” their voices. It really 
seems that experts could have come nearer agree- 
ing than that. 
The contest for picturesque phraseology went, 
of course, to the critic who declared that the 
tenor sang his best, in spite of the fact that he 
was suffering from a sprained wrist. A close 
second, however, was he who remarked that the 
performance was educational, but “rather in the 
Nine of experience than instruction.” 
From reading the various criticisms one 
learned that the directors wilted their collars; 
that the premiere danseuse fell on a soggy can- 
vass; that when the wrathful Canio stabbed his 
faithless Nedda he displayed singular lack of 
verve; that the Boy Scouts made excellent ush- 
ers; that the audience came early and that the 
evening was rather warm. 

Almost the only thing left untold was the 
story of the entrancing beauty of the spectacle: 
the witchery of the night out there in the woods; 
the blending of moonbeams and starbeams with 
the soft glow of artificial lights; the kaleido- 
scopic minglings of hundreds of colorfully clad 
figures; the sense-stealing, emotional appeal of 
the music itself; the melodious singing and ar- 


 tistic acting of the principals—in short, the whole 


brief glimpse of a land of dreams and romance 
which charmed so many workaday spectators. 

That, of course, is too much to expect of a 
musical critic. But if he can't feel this himself, 
he has no right to come along next day and spoil 
the recollections of those who could.

THE EKNELL OF SMOKE ABATEMENT. 
If Mayor Kiel approves the ordinance extending 


the time for the emission of dense, black smoke 
from six to 15 minutes, what will it mean to St. 
Louis? 

It will mean more smoke issuing from chimneys 
and a fouler atmosphere; it will mean a greater 
consumption of fuel, without increased production, 
when fuel is costly and its conservation for the 
winning of the war is imperative. 

Whom will it benefit? 

It will cost the owners of factories more for 
fuel; it will cost merchants large sums in expedi- 
tures and losses on foul stores and soiled goods; 
it will tax the people heavily in health, comfort 
and money. 


It may make the work of firemen in power and 
heat plants a little easier at the expense of the 
city as a whole and every resident in the city. 

If the Mayor signs the bill he rings the knell 
on smoke abatement. The chief product of St. 
Louis will be wasteful smoke. 
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German military experts characterize American 
preparations for great war projects as a huge 
bluff, an impression probably gained from reading 
the Congressional Record. 
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DONATING A DUNAJEC. 

In the spring of 1915 Mackensen broke through 
the Russian lines on the Dunajec, making possible 
a German drive that eventually led to the fall of 
Lemberg, Warsaw, Brest-Litovsk and the whole 
of Poland, Bukowina and practially all of Ga- 
licia. It is the concensus of military experts that 
had the Russian lines at the Dunajec held the 
war would have been over by the summer of 1916. 

Today new Russia is practically donating an- 
other Dunajec to the central empires. In 1915 
the Slav soldiers fought like men and gave way 
only when the heavy German guns and the Aus- 
trian Skodas tore them frdm the trenches. To- 
day the Russian troops about Tarnopol are an 
undisciplined mob, defiant of all authority and 
responsive to no call of patriotism. Though out- 
numbering the attacking Germans three to one 
and we! equipped with heavy guns, they are 
fleeing like frightened rabbits. 

Elsewhere on the long line Russian armies are 
doing their duty, but the center of the front rests 
at Tarnopo] and the fate of all of the new re- 
public’s armies impends there. If the disorderly 
retreat continues both north and south wings 
will have to ‘retreat and at the present rate of 
German progress the backward movement will 
have to be conducted in masterly style if a great 
disaster is to be averted. 

Perhaps Kerensky will be able to fire the troops 
with enthusiasm and stiffen their backbone as he 
did a few weeks ago. It is to be hoped he will 
be able to do so. Otherwise the entente will 
have to be prepared for a great Germany victory 
in the east that will hearten the half-starved 
people of the central Powers and cause a further 
prolongaticn of war. 

The signs are that America will have to bear a 
much greater burden of the fighting because of 
the disorganization in Russia. A crushing Slav 
defeat will not be fatal, but it is rather discour- 
aging to see a new republic starting out with a 
disastrous retreat conducted by a disorganized 
and futile soldiery. 
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SHIPS, NOT TALE. 
“We must build ships, not talk. about them,” 


Shipping Board. ‘American labor, the most skill- 
ful and intelligent in the world, can turn out ships 
in record-breaking time and we are going to 
buckle down and get. busy.”

His wife greeted him at the 
door. A sudden thought came to the Tax Col- 
lector. 
“Ah! I have been seeking the pot of gold at 
the end of the rainbow and here it is in my own 
home.” 
Whereupon Moore seized the city payroll and 
with a few deft strokes of the pen added his wife, 
his wife’s brother and her niece to the list of 
public servants. Of course they were efficient.

many new departures in the mat- 
ter of house furnishing. Old tra- 
ditions have been broken with and a 


fearlessness shown in the adoption of 
new ideas, especially in the use of bright 
colors, which would have been impos- 
sible a little while ago. 

This is especially the case with re- 

gard to the decorative treatment of bed- 
rooms, although the same thing applies 
to some extent to the whole house. 
_ There is no denying that the average 
bedroom, regarded from a decorative 
point of view, has frequently been de- 
cidedly uninteresting. There have been 
exceptions, of course, notably in the 
case of rooms furnished with really 
genuine old furniture of a good period; 
but such rooms are the exception, and 
modern bedroom furniture has seldom 
been anything but rather dull, however 
solid and useful, and al] the color and 
interest in the room has had to be sup- 
plied by the paper, the carpet or the 
hangings. 

The introduction of colored painted 
furniture is a great step in advance 
and a bedroom may be rendered really 
beautiful, as well as quite individua', 
by its employment. The color scheme 
should be decided beforehand and 
strictly adhered to, for any haphazard 
arrangements in such a room would en- 
tail complete failure. 

The kind of painted furniture which 
is described in this article is enameled 
in @ bright clear color: the main lines 
may be picked out with a harmonizing 


PR many years in England have seen 


or contrasting shade; sometimes there 
is a little gayly painted border, worked 
out in two or three colors, or the knobs 
and handles of the drawers are deco- 
rated with little wreaths of conventiona! 
flowers. 

The colors of the wall paper, the car. 
pet, the bedspread and the curtains 
must all, it is needless to say, be thought 
out carefully and form part of one com- 
plete color scheme. 

The furniture of such a room might 
be painted a clear, pale yellow; curtains 
of dull orange raw silk would carry out 
a beautiful color scheme, together with 
a carpet of deep tawny reddish brown; 
the wall paper might be white, pow- 
dered with tiny gold stars. A few 
touches of pale blue might be intro- 
duced, or it might all be kept to the ye)- 
low and tawny coloring. 

Another possibility for a room of this 
kind is apple green furniture with black 
bedspread and black and white carpet. 
In such a case, the lines of the furniture 
might be picked out in black. There is 
great scope for the individual treatment 
of rooms furnished in this way, for 
furniture may be planned and decorated 
in accordance with the wishes of the 
purchaser. There would seem to be in 
opening for a new calling in the decora- 
tion of such furniture, as it comes more 
generally into use, and one in which 
artistic women might excel, for there 
is need for really good designs for the 
little borders and patterns which are 
brought into play on some of the pieces, 
and of good judgment in the matter of

| Take Care of the Asparagus Bed 


ON’T ignore the asparagus bed, 
+ 
now that the cutting season is 


over. It has given you its food 


contribution; now see that it has plant 


food to make a good growth of follage. 
Fertilize and cultivate well now to in- 
sure that strong, healthy growth which 
is essential to a good yield of shoots 
rext spring. 

That timely advice for gardeners is 
contained ina new publication of the 
United States Department of Agriscul- 
ture, Farmers’ Bulletin 829, 
gus,’ which deals with asparagus grow~ 
ing both on a commercial scale and in 
the home garden. 

The bulletin discusses the culture of 
this vegetable, its various diseases, forc- 
ing, canning, and also good methods of 
marketing.

“Aspara- | 


After the cutting season the ridg 
should be leveled and the asparagus 
thoroughly cultivated, says the writ€?r of 
the bulletin. A good high-grade fertilizer 
then should be applied at the rate of 
1000 to 1500 pounds to the acre. A fer- 
tilizer containing 2 to 4 per cent of nitro- 
gen, 6 to 8 per cent of phosphoric acid 
and 6 to 8 per cent of potash will give 
good results. 

Muriate of potash and kainit are pre- 
ferable to sulphate of potash. Where the 
land is already heavily manured; the 
nitrogen may be left out of the feftifizer 
mixture. The fertilizer to be applied 
should be distributed broadcast over ~ 
the bed or in a strip on either sidé of 
the row and thoroughly mixed with: the 
surface soil by harrowing or cultivation. 
Flat cultivation should be practiced aft-
